Larger School 


Unit Already 
Effective Here 


The Red Deer Large School 
Unit is already in effect through- 
out this district—This was the 
information received by a dele- 
gation which interviewed Pre- 
mier William Aberhart, Minister 
of Education, on Tuesday. Six 
municipalities were represented 
in the delegation which travelled 
to Edmonton to submit the peti- 
tions which have been circulated 
throughout ‘the districts affected 
by the inception of the Red Deer 
Unit. 

O. W. Hueppelheuser, who rep- 
resented the Municipal District of 
Crown, stated the only conces- 
sion Premier Aberhart would 
make was to place this school 
unit on a probationary basis for 
a tentative period of two years. 
It is understood that at the end 
of this time, should the ratepay- 
ers of this district feel dissatis- 
fied with the larger school unit 
the scheme would be dropped. 

The petitions submitted to the 
provincial government represen- 
tatives showed a total of 1614 
against the scheme, with but 133 
in favor. Mr. Aberhart, Mr. 
Hueppelheuser informed the 
Globe, stated emphatically that 
taxes within the larger school 
units would not be increased, un- 
less the ratepayers increased the 
mill rate themselves.

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Room For Improvement 
OUNCILLOR T. WILKS, at the Council meet- 
ing held at the Town Hall Tuesday night, re- 

ported on a meeting he had attended with offi- 
cials of the Calgary Power Co. He stated that, 
although no definite promise was given, he was 
led to believe that the wattage of street lamps in 
this town would be increased at no extra charge 
to the town. This step comes none too soon. The 
street lighting of Lacombe is far. poorer than in 
other towns of its size, and is, in fact, worse than 
many street lighting system in towns of’ smaller 
populations. 

If the wattage of street lamps in town is 
stepped up to perhaps 400 (it is at present 250) 
there is no doubt but that better lighting will be 
provided. But will the increased wattage alone 
be sufficient? In the residential section of the 
town, the increased wattage, in itself, should be 
sufficient. But in the downtown streets the im- 
provement provided by, the increased wattage will 
be insufficient to light this part of our. town 
properly. 

Dismal and murky streets are bad; they are 
bad for business and they are bad for automobile 
drivers as well as for pedestrians. The fact that 
the Town of Lacombe will have to provide extra 
money for the installation and upkeep, of more 
street lamps is appreciated, but The Globe believes 
in all sincerity that such money spent would be 
well spent. Two or three more lamps, at the 
very least, are needed to properly illuminate the 
downtown districts. Would it not be Well for 
the Town Council to investigate as to the exact 
cost?

When I hear of the Arab and Jewish troubles 
in Palestine, I always think of that wonderful 
and in my mind’s eye 
see an endless procession of tired Jews in their 
long, ‘black, greasy caftans; corkscrew curls 
hanging down from their dirty black mitred hats; 
all very benevolent looking with their long beards, 
so patient looking, and bewildered. The picture } 
have tried to paint is that of the Polish Jew; an 
almost unbelievable figure in this age of pro- 
gress. Anyway, this is how I would like to think 
of all the persecuted Jews, marching together 
eastwards in one long black line, to the home of 
their forefathers, Jerusalem; But, unfortunately, 
this is not the case, as they have not the where- 
withal to take this long journey. 


What is behind this dreadful persecntion of 
the Jews? For the Jews to return to Jerusalem 
would be the fulfilling of the prophecies contained 
in the Bible; yet, somehow, circumstances, Jews, 
Arabs and British do not co-operate happily along 
these lines. 


Why are the Germans, Austrians, Italians and 
now Czechs so anxious to be free of their Jews? 
Mainly, Jews ask only to be left alone; they mind 
their own business, look after their own poor, 
support their own churches and are very law- 
abiding citizens. 


What have the Gentiles against them? Is it, 
perhaps, that they are jealous of their money- 
making abilities? Banking owes its inception and 
stability to Jews. Who does not remember the 
tale (true) of the famous Rothschild, who sent his 
five sons to start banks in different countries; 
today we find Rothschilds in most countries, and 
their name stands high in the hall of Fame and 
Progress. 

Some of the world’s greatest musicians were, 
and are, Jews; what madness to disown long-dead 
celebrities because they happened to be Jews. 
Among the Jews are many famous scientists and 
scholars, figures most countries are proud to wel- 
come; for instance, Einstein and Feuchtwanger— 
and ‘scores more that I could name. 


What is the urge to participate in the 1938 
sport of Jewbaiting? ‘Where are these Jews to 
go? It is difficult to find a definite answer to 
that question, unless it be Jerusalem. 

Jews in Germany, and more recently in Aus- 
tria, have committed suicide by the hundreds, Not 
only suicide either, for they dare not leave their 
loved ones to the “mercy” of the Jew-baiters; for 
Jews are “fair game” to all in Central Europe to- 
day. The man of the house has been forced to 
kill his wife and children, before himself. How 
would a law-abiding Canadian like to be faced 
with this decision; to see his loved ones ravished 


and murdered before his eyes, or murder them 
himself? 


All Jewish property is confiscated, so how can 
Jews get anywhere very far away, and how can 
they start again? What chance has a German- 
born Jewish lawyer to practice law in any other 
country but that of his birth? It is only due to 
the generosity of bands of large-hearted people 
that so many Jews have managed to cross the 
border and get to England and.France. The prob- 
lem of feeding and absorbing these people is going 
to be .a very real problem to the countries in 
question, 

Now, Canada has been asked to absorb a huge 
number..of German-born Jews. Much as I sym- 
pathize with these unfortunate people, this coun- 
try of ours, especially the West, is not the place 
for them. Jews, in modern times, have never 
been agriculturally minded, and incidentally they 
are not militaristic, so where could they be ab- 
sorbed? I am not suggesting that all Canadians 
are farmers or fighters, but, could the volume of 
business absorb all these Jews? I think business 
here has as many people in it as it can possibly 
stand today. There is land, vast acres of lands 
yet, but Jews have no great interest in land, they 
are not tillers of the soil. There are many Jew- 
ish diamond merchants, but they never go seek- 
ing diamonds. In Canada today, the new Air 
Force being built up is absorbing many young 
Canadians, but it would not be a profession for 
Jews, as they are not fighters, although many of 
them served in the Great War, as good citizens of 
the lands of their birth. I think that the bringing 
of Jews into this country would only augment and 
aggravate our unemployment problem. \ 


England has tried to persuade the Jews to 
return to their natural home, Palestine, and has 
held, for nearly two decades, mandatory powers 
over that country, in the effort to settle this prob- 
lem according to race and creed. This seems the 
only ideal solution. Our “frends”, the Italians (who 
signed, some months ago, a treaty with England, 
and more recently the now famous “Munich” pact) 
have been broadcasting in Arabic for months past, 
inciting the Arabs to revolt, and our other dear 
“friends,” the Germans, are helping in the good 
work with money, etc. 

That Britons are losing their lives in these 
Arab-Jewish skirmishes, and that Britishers (who 
are already nearly taxed out of existence) are 
being further dunned to pay for the policing of 
Palestine, is lost sight of in the argument as to 
whom Palestine rightfully belongs. It is not 
really Britain’s quarrel, but it is very much to 
the British interest to have peace and order estab- 
lished in Palestine. If the Fascist nations can 
stir up enough trouble in North Africa and Pales- 
tine, they can make things very uncomfortable for 
the British Empire. 

Really, it is amazing how Britain can spend 
money on other peoples’ troubles and fights. After 
the Czecho-Slovakian crisis, Britain, which had 
assisted in cutting up this Republic and throwing 
it to the dogs, announced they were considering 
a loan of fifty millions to rehabilitate the Czechs, 
and their intention of policing certain areas in the 
interests of Czecho-Slovakia. Besides these inci- 
dental expenses, there was the proposal to settle 
many thousands of Jews in Canada. 


Many people in Canada would be glad to have 
“assisted British settlers” come to the West,

Some time ago our Research 
Department compiled and pub- 
lished a chart showing 538 years 
of wheat prices. 

The chart revealed a number 
of severe rises and falls in price 
throughout the year. We found 
that these great fluctuation’ al- 
ways coincided exactly with 
great wars. We therefore set 
about studying all the wars that 
had occurred for the same period, 
iie., the last years, and we 
found some zing things:— 

That the world during 538 
years has only (been at complete 
peace for 51 years. That France 
has been at war during the per- 
iod 900 years; Russia, 261 years; 
Austria, 238 years; Great Britain, 
232 years; Spain, 213 years; Tur- 
key, / 192 yea Germany, 187 
years; Italy, 117 years; Holland, 
106 years; Portugal, 40 years, and 
the United Staes, 27 years—the 
most peaceful country having 
been China. 

Most of the wars were fought 
to obtain possession of lands that 
produce wheat, foodstuffs and 
raw materials. Then, later, other 
countries would arise and _at- 
tempt to take those lands for 
themselves from those who had 
previously conquered them; and 
so it seems to have gone on and 
on throughout the ages. 

One invariable result of war 
has ever been,’ first very high, 
and then very low wheat prices. 

Following factors have tended 
to raise price:— 

Rain needed in Northern Ar- 
gentina; European millers desire 
best spring wheat to strengthen 
mixtures; India reluctant to sell 
wheat; Poland distilling rye; 
Norway buys Canadian rye; Bel- 
gium buys substantial quantities 
of U.S. wheat; France buys North 
African .Durums, 

Following factors have tended 
to lower price:— 

Liverpool wheat stocks double 
a year ago; Swedish wheat crop 
larger than 1937; Abundant sup- 
plies of bread grain in Germany; 
War risk insurance On cargoes to 


Germany suspended; all other 
rates at least doubled; Ukraine 
and southern Russia _ receive 


beneficial rains.
